HOME OF THE ’PHONE, 


Brantford Has a Double Claim to 
That Distinction, 


Brantford, Ontario, as everybody 
knows, bases its claim to the title 
of the Telephone City on the fact 
that Alexander Graham Bell, the tele- 
phone inventor, lived for a time in 
that city. It 18, however, the habit 
ot United States journalists in refer- 
ting to Prof. Bell's career to claim 
him as an American, ard to give the 
impression that he spent only a few 
months in Brantford in his youth. In 
this connection it is interesting to 
note just exactly what are the claims 
of that city to the title it so proudly 
claims, and which it is soon to em- 
phasize for all time by the purchase 
of the Bell homestead, and the ‘eree- 
tion of a handsome memorial, which 
Walter 8. Allward, the Toronto geulp- 
tor and contractor, expects. to com. 


| plete by July 1, 1912, “The inventor 


was born in Edinburgh, Scotland. and 
became a teacher of eloeution, which 
was also the profession of his father, 
The latter moved to Brantford, and 
in 1870 Alexander came to Canads 
and took up residence with his par- 
ents at their home at Tutela Heights, 
was called to Boston to experi. 
ment with deaf mutes in 1871, but 
unti! 1878 he spent much of his time 
at his Brantford home. In_ 1874 an: 
1875, during his summer holidays, he 
succeeded in making important ad. 
vances in telephony. The work done 
in 1875 enabled him to secure 


| first patent on March 7, 1876. 


The yeur 1876 was a red-letter year 
for the telephone. Prof. Bell was 
confident that he had conquered 
space so far as transmitting the hu- 
man voice was concerned, and return- 
ed to Canada in July to demonstrate 
the success of his invention. What 


| followed is outlined in a recent issue 


of The Brantford Expositor. His 
first important experiment was that 
of transmitting the voice of the ner- 
sens simultaneously. He had a triple 
mouthpiece made for one of his mem- 
brane telephones. 


er’s house, The iron-box receiver was 
placed on the verandah of the cottage. 
ihe three yoices were successfully re- 
produced by the diaphragm of the 
receiver. 

In the second week in August, three 
experiments took place that indisput- 
bly confirm Brantford’s right to the 
title, “The Telephone City.” The 
most important experiment was _ be- 
tween Brantford and Paris. For this 
experiment the telegraph line was 
used. Prof. Bell secured some sing 
ers to sing a three-part song into a 
triple mouthpiece. He drove to Paris 
and attached the iron-box receiver. to 
one of the lines leading to Brantford. 
He first heard “bubbling and crack- 
ling sounds,” to use his own words. 
Mixed with this storm of noises, he 
could plainly ‘perceive the voices 91 


the speakers and singers in-Brantford, | 
in a faint, faraway sort of manner. | 


He had electro-magnets of high resist- 
unce substituted for the 
ance ones that were being used. The 
vocal sounds were then sufticientiy 


loud and clear to enable him to uis | 


tinguish familiar voices. His triumpu 
was complete; he was rewarded for 
years of tdil and privation, 
ing to Prof. Graham himself this was 
the first time that worus were spoken 
in one pluce, were transmitted by 
electrical means, and successfully re- 
produced in another place many miles 
away. 

These experiments justify Brant- 
ford’s claim to the title, “Ihe Tele- 
phone City.’”’ They enabled Prof. Bell 
to obtain a patent covering important 
mechanical features of apparatus for 
transmitting human speech. 

As though to emphasize her right 
to the title, the Lorimer Automatic 
Telephone was invented and largely 
brought to perfection in Brantford. 
This is an invention, which, it 
will be to telephony what 
electricity has been to traction. The 
present is an automatic age. in 
many ways the machine has _ taken 
the place of horse and man, It wiil 
not be surprising if the machine tele-

GRADING OUTFITS BETWEEN 
IRRICANA AND CALGARY 


Five Hundred Teams Are at Work 
Between Alix and the C. P. R. Irri- 
gation Block—Expected That the 


Road Will Enter Calgary Not 
Much Behind the Canadian Nor- 
thern. 


Calgary. —That the entrance of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway into Cal- 


_gary will not be delayed many months 


after that of the Canadian Northern is 
evidenced by the manner in which the 
work is being rushed ahead on the 
Tofield-to-Calgary branch. Several 


grading outfits are at work between 
the crossing of the Langdon branch 
near Irricana and Calgary and all 
the grading is completed between the 
Battie and Red Deer rivers. 

The high-level bridge across the Bat- 
tle river ig,about compléted, and con- 
struction trains will be running over it 
next week carrying steel for the grade 
south. In the const.uction « of 
bridge over four million feet of lumber 
were used and the work occupied six 
months. The only other bridge of any 
importance now to be built is that 
oer the Red Deer river, south of 
Alix. 

Mr. W. A. Lowry has received word 
that the G. T. P. has taken over the 
townsite of Duhamel, about twelve 
miles south of Camrose, and will start 
the erection of a railway station there 
equal to any on the Tofielu-to-Calgary 
branch. 

The construction of the bridge across 


laying between that point and Calgary 
for a few weeks, but in the meantime 
the work of greding will be completed, 
and when track laying is resumed it 
will proceed at the rate of over one 
mile per day. 


Revenue of Canada Still Keeping Up 

Ottawa.—The total. revenue for the 
Dominion during June was $9,612,677.. 
38, compared with $7,978,892.42 in the 
same month last year. 

The expenditure on the consolidated 
account last month was $9,612,677, as 
compared with $7,978,898 in June, 
1909. In the first three months of the 
fiscal year the outlay wa; $8,833,107, 
compared with $8,816,746 in the corre- 
sponding quarter of last year. 

The revenue for the qua’ ter totalled 
$36,334,853, as against $31,593,872 in 
the corresponding quarter. 

On the capital account the June ex- 
penditure was $1,652,339, and for the 
quarter $3,150,053, as compared with 
$2,913,284 and $4,014,298, respectively. 
The main item of ex enditure for the 
quarter was $2,908,596 on public 
works, railways and canals. The net 
debt of the Dominion now totals 
$322,405,328,. and the total assets 
$160,584,394. 


Horses for Army to be Raised Here 

St. Catherinc:s —Majo.-General Fr. d- 
erick William Benson, who has been 
made K. C. B., is sho tly leav.ng the 
Old Country or Canada where, with 
General Cook, he will establish a 
ranch in the vicinity of Calgary for 
raising remounts for the British army 
The new knight was bo:n at St. Cath- 
érines in 1849. He is the third son of 
the late Hon. J. R. Benson, of the 
Canadian senate. He afterwards went 
over to England and became a soldier; 
he served during the South African 
war and was mentioned in despatches 
from 1903 to 1907. He acted as director 
of transports and remgunts. 

Interesting Canadian Map 

Ottawa.—The geographical branch 
of the department of interior have just 
completed two huge maps of Canada 
which will be used for exhibition pur- 

ses. They are 15 feet by 9 feet 6 
nehes. One is a mineral map show- 
ing the location of all minerals of eco. 
nomic value throughout te Dominion 
and the working m nes, differentiating 
being obtained by means of various 
colors. The scale is 20 miles to the 
inch. The railway map shows the rail- 
way systems in different colors and 
also the proposed government routes 
to Hudson Bay.

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LOSING MEN AND GASH 


U. &. TRYING TO PREVENT RUSH 
TO CANADA 


Washington Using Every Effort to 
Break the Stampede of Americans 
to Western Canada—Fertile Lands 
of Prairie Provinces is Proving to 
be an Irresistible Magnet for the 


United States Farmers. 

Omaha, Neb.—There is going to be 

no more emigration from the central 
states into western Canada if the 
“powers” can prevent it, and plans re- 
cently formed by the United States 
government and co-operated in by the 
governors of those states which have 
lost so heavily of their very best citi- 
zens through emigration to Canada 
are looked to for assistance in prevent- 
ing this tremendous d.ain upon the 
farm population of the United States. 
These plans call for the as istance of 
the American newspapers, and many 
of the most influential peciodicals are 
lending aid to the moveme.t. 
The national government has at last 
taken cognizance of. the tremendous 
emigration of its subjects to Canada, 
and recently a fund of half a million 
dollars was set aside with which to 
combat the ‘‘rush to Canada.” The 
American government has decided to 
spend that amount of money in adver- 
tising government lands in the western 
states and in showing prospective emi- 
grants that they can purchase land in 
this country just as cheaply, and in 
many cases at even lower figures, than 
they can buy Canadian lands. 

But in making this statement, the 
United States gove:nment is obliged to 
steer clear of furnishing a descriptive 
comparison of the Canadian and 
American lands. In western United 
States there are many millions of acres 
of land that can be purchased at $1.25 
per acre and that are worth about one 
cent per quarter section, provided no 
taxes are assessed against it. There 
are, of course, millions of acres of 
much better land then this that are 
subject to homestead entry, but when 
the government advertises: ‘‘Why go 
to Canada? We have 367 000,000 acres 
of free lands in this country,” all the 
great body of absolutely worthless 
lands is included. 

Of course this land esnnct be com- 
pared with the western Canadian 
lands nor in fact, can any of the 
American land which may be hoime- 
steaded and purchased at $1.25 per 
acre, but practica'ly no farming lands 
are now open to homestead, 

With the half million dollars which 
it will spend in advertising its own 
lands, the Washington government 
will do its best to hold a portion of 
those western farmers who are leav- 
ing the State; for Cana'a because of 
their ability in the latter country to 


secure laige bodies of land very 
cheaply. 

Many American newspapers are 
clamoring for this government to 


spend $1,000,000 annually in an effort 
to stop this emieration and point to 
the fact that 40,000 of the very best 
class of our citizens crossed ‘into 
Canada last March. The e papers call 
ttention, also, to the fact that these 
40,000 emigrants carried $50 000,000 in 
cash and property along with them. 
“Losing men and money in such 
great chunks, it’s no wonder the 
United States is preparing a great 
cempaign to ston the drain,” says W 
Bennett, Canadian government 
land representative at Omaha. 


To Cross Atlantic in Airship 

New York.—An attempt to cross the 
Atlantic ocean im an airsnip will be 
made this summer, it is repoited, by 
Walter Weilman and Mely.in Vani- 
man, The cirship to be used on the 
journey is the motor balloon America, 
buiit to reach the noith pole. 

Previous to the propus d trip the 
America will be housed at Atlantic 
Jity, wnere it will make trial trips. A 


hall for housing an airship is already 
being built at Atlantic ty by the 
Aero club of that piace. It will be 


250 feet long, 80 feet wide and 80 feet 
high. The America will carry a crew 
of six men, including a wireless oper- 
ator. 


Brazeau C. N. R. Line 
Edmonton, Alia.—Phalen & Shirley, 
contractors on the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific main line, will build the branch 
line that is to tap the Brazeau coal 
fields south of the main line. The 
branch will run south from Edson and 
will tap the coal areas controlled by 
the Yellowhead Coal company and the 
Pacific Pass Coal company.

HOG RAISING IN ALBERTA 


Mr. Sorenson Tells How He Made Hog 
Raising a Successful 
Venture 
By N. K. Sorenson, Markerville, Alta, 

I use in my hog business eight acres 
of land bordering upon the Medicine 
River. The slope towards the river is 
covered with brush, and the rest of 
the land is partly in native grass and 
partly seeded down with mixed 
grain for pasturage, which is a great 
help to keep pigs in good growing con- 
dition. 

The principal building provides! 
pens for some 50 hogs, and in one end 
of it I have a feed room with tanks for 
storing water and buttermilk. The 
feed room is surrounded on _ ‘three 
sides by feeding yards fenced in and 
they are arranged so that hogs of 
nearly the same size are fed together. 
Outside of the regular feed yards I 
have other buildings used principally 
for breed sows whenever I find it ad- 
visable to separate them from the rest; 
while these as well as straw stacks 
are available for farrowing quarters, 
the sows seem to prefer farrowing in 
the bushes in summer. 

My bunch of hogs is of:the York- 
shire breéd, bred from registered stock 
and consisted in February, 1909, of 1 
boar, 13 sows and 27 young hogs for 
fattening. During the year the brood 
sows had _ 17 litters, totalling 138 pigs 
of splendid vitality farrowed as fol- 
lows: 8 litters in March, 5 in May and 
4 in August. I bought 65 half grown 
hogs for fattening between September 
llth and November 15th, 1909. In 
February last I had 35 pregnant sows | 
and 2 boars, having sold altogether 
207 head during the year. During 
pregnancy the sows are fed on oats; 
otherwise barley is the staple grain 
ration. In my experience the young 
pigs show less vitality when their 
ei have been fed largely on bar- 
ey. 

Separate feeding yards are provided | 
for the small pigs where they can al-| 
ways find barley, whole or ground, | 
and fresh buttermilk. It is very im-| 
portant to have the small pigs feed-| 
ing well when they are weaned, and/| 
they should bé fed liberally so as to} 
keep a clean skin and a good appear- | 
ance, without being fat. 

I start fattening the pigs when they 
are 3 to 4 months old, and give them 
all the barley chop they will eat and 
any buttermilk which is not needed | 
for the small pigs. I feed regularly 
three times every day but only what 
they will eat up clean. ' 

The best size of pen is 12 feet by 10 
feet with a 12-foot trough and it gives 
room for ten hogs; larger pens and} 
several hogs in each gives too much| 
disturbance. The pens are cleaned 
out daily and some bedding is placed | 
in one corner of each. Hogs do not 
thrive well unless they are kept ab- 
solutely clean and-the skin free from 
seurf, 

In order to secure the best results 
we must keep the hogs comfortable 
and treat them kindly. A ‘hog so 
handled should gain on an average 
1% lbs. per day from the day it is 
farrowed until it is 5 months old. 
Beyond that age every pound of gain 
in weight costs more than under that 
age. My hogs have been in splendid 
health and I have not lost a single 
pig from disease. This I attribute to 
the open air, exercise and excellent 
shelter afforded by the brush land sur- 
rounding my hog yard. It also pro- 
vides shade in the summer for the 
young pigs. 

Of feed stuffs, I used the equiva- 
lent of 2,800 bushels of barley, or 134,- 
400 lbs., according to the formula; 6 
lbs. buttermilk, 1 lb. oats, 1 lb. bar- 
ley. From this I have produced 29,- 
480 lbs. of hogs, using 4.56 lbs. of 
barley per pound gained in the weight 
and thus realizing 71.3. cents per 
bushel after the principal items of 
expenditure, such as interest and de- 
preciation, are deducted, 

As to the value of the labor involy- 
ed, this becomes a matter of indi- 
vidual calculation on farms where 
hogs sre kept in conjunction with 
other stock, but it seems to me that 
in my situation it is easier to feed the 
barley to the pigs than haul it 14 
miles to the railroad station, \

SYNTHIA WESTOVER ALDEN 
The Romantic Career of an American Woman 


The lives of some people are so large, so brimful of action and accom: 
plishment, so pulsing with purpose, so kaleidoscopic and diverse in expres- 
sion, that a mere outline of their life-story seems more like the record of the 
doings of a syndicate than the biography of an individual. Such a one is 
Mrs. Cynthia Westover Alden, founder and President-General of the Inter- 
national Sunshine Society, and whose generous thoughtfulness in “passing 
on” to others her surplus Christmas gifts was the inspiration of a world- 
society with over 3,000 branches and more than 200,000 members—all conse- 
crated to spreading sweetness and the sunshine of kindness. 

When Mrs, Alden was a motherless child of four she was taken by her 
father, an expert geologist, from her native home in Iowa to Colorado. This 
was when the journey across the Rockies was one of fearful peril, for to the 
hardships of travel was added the constant terror of the Indians. 

Her education was under the loving tutorship of her father, who, after 
teaching her the twenty-six keys to universal knowledge, led her into the 
mysteries of history and geology. When but a child she rode a broncho with 
the nonchalance of an Indian; with a revolver atsher belt or a rifle slung 
across her arm she was a sure shot, and was expert with the lasso and bow 
and arrow. In this large unconventional life she grew up a strong, healthy 
girl, fearless, self-reliant, but with fine impulses and broad sympathy. 

Her hunger to serve humanity was even then manifest. She crawled 
through the tall grass to bathe and dress the wounds of a stage driver who 
had been scalped by the Indians; saved the life of a miner who was to be 
lynched, by standing between the victim and the enraged mob till its fury 
was calmed; was lowered over a precipice to bring up the dead body of a 
child; threw herself on a miner's lamp that had fallen near gunpowder and 
smothered the flames; rescued some snow-bound miners; made a daring! 
rescue ride through the Indian invaders and brought relief from the fort, and 
had many other similar experiences. 

The first child in the schools of Colorado, she graduated from the State 
University She has made a snecess in journalism; has written three books, the 
latest of which is “Money Earning for Women"; done splendid work in music;
